JEI10:\1E, June M — In the third crash of a crop diiHtiiig 
plane within a week in Jerome county, Murray Eiison Gnlln- 
licr, .19, Coeiir (i'Alciic, lost his life when his pinnc failed to 
pull out of a dive and nosed into the Rround on the J. R, 
I'ettit ranch nortluve.st of town. 

Giilliihcr was pi-L-paririR lo make n dustin;,' run on the farm 
when the iilanc .suddenly crashed. No explanation coultl be 
kitriied for the accident. 

He was employed by the Fearle.-iM Karris Crop Du.stinfr 
company, Boise. Tiie company owned all tlirce of the planes 
that have era.shcd in the area.

THRKATS WONT WORK 

Tliere nrc stll! a few labor lenders who 
cun't .-ippm to realize that militant class con- 
BClousncM Ilts awkwardly In the Amcrlcnn 
democratic system, AmoHR tlmm must be 
Included llie heads of the 21 railroad unions 
who have Imperiously demanded Ihiil the 
' government nationalize the country's rail 
lines. 

One of them, A, J, Glover, president of the 
Rwltchmcn's union, snld: "If the Rovcrnment 
Is Rolnp to coerce lis— nnd prevent us from 
strlkhiR— they should coerce mannEemciil., 
too. We're RcttlnR n rotten deal." 

David B. Robertson, president of the fire- 
men, admitted that n nationwide .itrikc does 
nobody any good. "But," he nskcd, "what 
else can we do to Ket .someone to come over 
to our camp and listen to our side of the 
arfiumcnt?" 

Such remarlc,^ will not win the union."; much 
public support. A great many people know 
that the government haa "coerced" railroad 
manntiement on occa.slon. 

Railroads have waited ns much ns a yenr' 
lor the ICC to raise rates, after labor and 
other costs have gone up, before they could 
operate at a profit. They must get ICC ap- 
proval before they can abandon an unpro- 
fitable lino and property— and sometimes 
there la a stiff fight from municipalities that 
don't want to lose the tax revenue from the 
rallro&d. 

But they keep on operating, or lose their 
charter. A railroad can't say, "We're closing 
down and going home until we get what we 
want." and then resume operation when It 
gets a higher rate. That would be against the 
public Interest. 

If Mr. Robertson thinks that & nationwide 
ilrllCB would bring people Into the unions' 
camp and win sj'mpalhy for their side of the 
argument, he shows an amazing Ignorance of 
human reactions and public relations— es- 
pecially since several unions have accepted 
the government terms he wants to strike 
against. 

Mr. Robertson might contemplate llie gen- 
eral popularity of John L. Liwls. Then he 
might think how popular the railroad unions 
would be If they puf the quick freeze on rail 
transportation, thus stopping the nation's 
commerce and the income of millions, en- 
dangering the nation's health, blocking the 
American lifeline for European recovery, and 
Injuring the nation's prestige abroad. 

Mr. Lewis and his UMW recently hired a 
now crow of public relations men In an at- 
tempt to recapture some of John L.'s van- 
ished glamor. James 0. PetriUo and his m(i- 
slclans" union recently put out a book of text 
and cartoons with a gay-colored cover, de- 
fending his ban on recordings. Maybe the 
railroad unions should get themselves some 
new press agents, too. 

The press agents might point out you can't 
sell anything In this country successfully, not 
even a point of view, unless you first have 
gained public interest, sympathy and accep- 
tance. And that you don't gain them by 
threatening the public with Inconvenience, 
frustration, shortage . of food and loss of 
money.

THREATS WONT WORK 
Tticrc nre .still a few labor leaders wlio 
ciin'L .seem to realize thnt mllUiint cla-'w con- 
aclou.snesJS Ilta awkwardly In the American 
democnUlc sy.stcm. Amoiin them miist be 
included tlie heads of tlic 21 railroad iiiiloiis 
who have Iniperloiisly deiii.'mtled that the 
■ government nationalize the country's rail 
Hues. 

One of them, A. J, Olovcr, president of the 
switchmen's union, said : "If the Kovcrnmcnt 
Ix RolnR to coerce iis— and prevent from 
BtrlklnR— tlicy should coerce management, 
too. We're getting a rotten deal." 

David B. Robertson, president of the fire- 
men, admitted that a nationwide strike decs 
nobody any good. "But," he Mked. "what 
Pise can wc do to Ret someone to come over 
to our camp and listen to our side of the 
arRument?" 

Such remarks will not win the unlon-s much 
public support. A great many people know 
that the government haa "coerced" railroad 
manascment on occasion. 

Railroads have waited a& much as a year 
for the ICC to ral.se rate;, after labor nnd 
other costs have gone up. before they could 
operate at a profit. They must get ICC ap- 
proval before they can abandon an unpro- 
fitable lino and property— and sometimes 
there Is a stiff fight from municipal It! e,! that 
don't want to lose the tax revenue from the 
railroad. 

But they keep on operating, or lose their 
charter. A railroad can't 6ay. "We're closing 
down and BOlnB home until we get what we 
want." and then resume operation when it 
gets a higher rate. That would be aguin.it the 
public Interest. 

If Mr. Robertson thinks that a nationwide 
itrlke wouM bring people into the unions' 
camp and win sympathy for their side of the 
argument, he shows an amazing ignorance of 
human reactions and public relations— es- 
pecially alnco several unions have accepted 
the government terms he wants to strike 
against. 

Mr, Robertson might contemplate the gen- 
eral popularity of John L. Lewis. Then he 
might think how popular the railroad unli 
would be if they put the quick freeze on rail 
transportation, thua stopping the nation'; 
commerce and the income of millions, en^ 
dangcrlng the nation's health, blocking the 
American lifeline for European recovery, and 
injuring the nation's prestige abroad. 

Mr. Lewis and his UMW recently hired a 
now crew of public relations men in an at- 
tempt to recapture some of John L.'s van- 
ished glamor. James C. Petrillo and Ms mu- 
sicians' union recently put out a book of text 
and cartoons with a gay-colored cover, de- 
fending his ban on recordings. Maybe tha 
railroad unions should get themselves some 
new press agents, too. 

The press agents might point out you can't 
sell anything in this country successfully, not 
even a point of view, unless you first have 
gained public Interest, sympathy and accep- 
tance. And that you don't gain them by 
threatening the public with inconvenience, 
frustration, shortage of food and loss of 
money.
